Hongkong on Saturday by the as. 
Mishima Maru, on their. way to Japan to 
attend the Pan-Pacific Congress, which is 
to be held in Tokyo. Four are official 
‘delegates of the Australian Federal 
Government. ‘i 

This is the third conferenée of its, 
nature which has been held.
